with an earthquake,a partial irruption of 
the sea, and other indications of an ularming 
eonvulsion of nature. 
ces of this storm, we must refer our readers 
to the Ceylon article in this day’s publicae 
tion ; and we only notice the event here, 
for the purpose of pointing out the corres. 
pondence between the date of the hurricane 
in question and that of the gale of wind by 
which the homeward-bound ship Cornwallis 
af this port was dismasted in last. 10% N, 
and long. 84° K. or nearly in a parallel line 
with the northern point of Ceylon. The ace 
còuuts of the sutferings of this ship which 
have been received in town, render êRe cir. 
cumstance of her eventual preses à 
matter of astonishment. She is described as 
having been at one time almost buried in the 
sca, with three fect water on her main deck, all 
hèr masts and rigging swept by the board or 
cut away for her preservation, and the hull 
left a complete wreck at the mercy ‘of the 
elements. Fortunately, after the gale had 
sùbsided, Mis Majesty’s Frigate Sâlsette fell 
iu with the Cornwallis, and towed her into 
Trincomalce, where she arrived on the 10th 
ultimo, and kas since been abandoned to the 
Underwriters. ‘The Cornwallis had on board 
a valuable cargo, cousisting chicfty (we be. 
lieve) of Sugar and Cotton,a great part of 
which is said to hare been cither damaged or 
destroyed. is

In all, nineteen stones were found. 

The cause of this may be, that în the 
course of working (or of changes on) the 
gfound, air being extricated, may have 
entered into combination and come near’ 
elemental fre, and from this fre received a. 
portiun of heat, that then it may have united 
with Brimstone and Terrene Salt, as, for, 
instance Salt.petre, when the mixture from 
sore cause, being igoited, the fire bestows its - 
own property on the mass, and the Stones 


„which may have been above it, are blown up 


into the air. God knows the truth. Tha 
fact being very surprising, I have sent you.

PATENT RIGHT. 
MANTON U. PARKER. 


‚This wesa cause of very considerable 
importance to the manufacturing interests 
of the country, and afforded a proof of the 
evil. consequernees ‘arising to the Public 
‘from the facility with which patents are 
‘obtained for pretended inventions which 
have no claim to originality. 

Mr. Dauncey stated, that it was an 
‘action brought for the infringement of à 
patent, of which the plainuff was the 
proprietor. The plaintiff, Mr. Joseph Man- 
‘ton, of Davies street, Berkeley-squar 
‘was a gunemaker, well known as claiming 
to be the inventor of a hammer, on an 
improved coustrucfiorr, for the locks of all 
‘kinds of fowling-pieces and small arms. 
‘He: understood the principle of the ine 
vention claimed by the plaintiff to be 
this ;--before its applicatiun, when the 
powder was rammed” down in the barrel 
of agun, the pressure so operated upon 
the air contained within (he barrel, 
asto crcate a space between the powder 
in the barrcl aad the powder in the 
Ean, and the consequence was, that the 
piece frequently huug fre, or missed firc 
‘altogether. Ht therefore became an object 
to find out some mode by which the air 
“within the barrel should have the means 
of escaping without any portion of the 
powder being forced out with it. He 
then proceeded to state the specification of 
“the invention, describing the manner in 
‘which the effect wasto be produced. 
The most material part of it wus, that 
“to the hammer there was whât was called 
a lip, perforated in the centre, and imme- 
diately communicating with the touche 
hole, but which perforatfion, while it gave 
veuttothbeair, was too small for the powder - 
topassthroughit. This inverntion,simple 
“asilmightappcar to be, was novel, and obe 
wiated every inconvenience complainedof 
‘as well by the sportsmanasthesoldier. The 
defendant, Mr. Parker, wlio wás also an 
eminent gun-maker, in Holborn, finding 
Wat the plaintiff's invention had obtained 
‘a high reputation, thought proper to imtie 
“tate it, and not only to imitate it, bat to 
affx the name of Mr. Manton to the locks 
he made. The question for the Jury 
“would be, first, whether this was an origte 
nal inventions and, sccondly;, what dama- 
‘ges the plaitif would be entitled to for 
tbe infringement of so valuable a patent 
xight. Me should clearly prove that it 
‘was an original invention, and the damages 
‘he would leave to the Jury, observing, 
that the principle object of the plaintiff 
‘was to establish his right. 

The specification and other perliminary 
‘matters having been proved, the Liearned 
Counsel procveded to call many witnesses, 
and, first, p 

… William Leykauff, a gunecfigraver, who 
had heen in (bat line of business thirty 
eight years, and had been employed by the 
most eminent gan-smiths; he said, that 
before he saw the plaintif’s hammer, he 
B ver saw any of a similar construction, 

„Joseph Vicars, a gunemaker, said, he 
had never, prior to the plaintiff’s invention, 
sen a hammer of the same kinds it was 
most likely he should if any such there 
had been. 


_ John Bradford, a gen-lock maker, de pos- 


ed to the same etk ct. 


William Smith said he had been thirty- 
four years a gun-maker; he had nee 
ver seen a hammer with à perforated lip 
before the plaintitf’s in vention. —U pon his 
Cross-eXaämination by Mr. Brougham, 
who fist reminded him of what he had 
Bworn in the Court of Chancery, he po- 
sitively denied that prior tothe present 
patent, he had never seen, or made, or 
exposed to sale in his shop,a gun lock 


with a hammer having a perforated lip 3 
neither hac he ever said so. [The Learn- 
ed Counsel prêsented a loek to him of his 
own manufacture, the hammer of which 
had a perforated lip.} The witness said 
that the hole was made for the admission 
of a scréw to give streng(h to the lock) and 
not to be applicd to the purpose of the 
plaintiff’s invenlion. 

William Frinder, a porter, of Lincolù’s 
Inn, proved that he went, by the direce 
tion of the plaintiff, to the defendant’s shop 
with a broken lock, and desired to have a 
hammer replaced, exactly resembling the 
plaintiff’s, a pattern of which he brought 
with him, and he added that it was made 
accordingly, with the plaintiffs name 
affixed to it. : 

Mr. Scarlett, for the defendant, stated 
that the only circumstance about which 
his client was anxious, was to vindicate 
his character from the foul and false ime 
putation cast upon it by the, platutiff who 
had dared publicly (oinsiuuate tbat he had; 
for the purpose of selling a gunelock, fabrie 
cated it as vneof the plaintiff’s with the plain- 
tifF'snameengraved upon it. A more gross 
calumny was never invented. The defene 
dant was too well known to be deemed car 
pable of such conduct. Le should shew 
beyond all question, that the bammer had 
been broken for the purpose, and advan- 
tage had been taken of the defendant's ab- 
seuce, ina distant part of the country, 
upon Government service, to send à por- 
ter to his foreman, with particular direce 
tion to have the hammerso made and so 
engraved. It had been done witköut the 
knownledge of the defendant, and hy the 
plaintiff’s own contrivance, and was, in 
truth, the single instance of the kind that 
had ever occurred.— Having said thus 
much to obviatea prejudice so ‘uafairly 
attempted to be raised, should prececd to 
the ‘merits of the case, The ‘qùestions 
were, whether this was an original inven 
tions whether the meaus were adapted to 
Answer the éne proposed, and whether the 
presumed invention was of use tò the 
Public. He should show that his pre= 
tended invention :was destitate of originals 
ity 5 that, so far from being an improver 
ment, it was a revival, with some stight 
alteration, of a mode long Kknowù in the 
trade, which had beeunexploded as useless 
andineffectaak, {le should show that the 
specificationässerted a falsehood, which of 
itself, independent of other considerationss, 
was sufficient to destroy the patent 5 for it 
stated, that the hole in the lip would ex- 
clude the air, without suffering the pow: 
der to pass. To disprove this, he would 
call no witnesses; he would give the Jury 
ocutar demoustration that the contrary 
was the fact. [lere thelearned Counsel 
held up the lock, and pouring out a quan: 
tity of granulated power, it passed through 
the hole without any other pressure than 
its own Weight.) He stated, that he 
shoukt disprove almost every ward of’ Mr. 
Smith's evidence. He should shew that 
he had not only mâde a lock of a similar 
construction with the plaintiti’s, but that 
discoursing “about the plaintif’s invene 
ton, he had (reated it with ridicule, 
and-as one, the principle of which he had 
himself applied.

COMMISSIONERS ON AMERICAN 
AFKAIRS. 

There are At present chiefiy three points to 
which the general attention ofthe Public is 
directed 3 and though the expected issue of 
them are not all of the same importanée, 
they almost equally àttract attention. These 
are, the Commission for the arrangement of 
the dispute with America,—the Discussions 
in the French Chamber of Deputies relative 
to the Liberty of the Press,—rnd the report. 
ed Annexatiun of the Netherlands to Holland, 

We never remember any affair of even 
Séeming importânce, which has excited so lite 
tle public interest as the American War—No 
one hardly speaks or seems to think of it 
The military reports are scarcely read, and 
We question Whether one person oùt of a 
hundred could inform us what force we have 
in Canada,—who is the Commander acting 
next under the Governor,—and where our 
Army is stationed—=The truth of the matter 
is, that this war is regarded in the same point 
of view abroad asat home It is rather a 
riot than a war,=-rather a noisy türbulence, 
than the grave and deliberate warfare of in. 
dependent Kingdoms. On the part of thís 
Country it is purely defensive—=We fight only 
because we must defend Canada, and retaliate 
the captures of our shipping. The Ameri. 
cans profess to be endeavuuring to conquer 
the liberty of the seas,—that is tosiy, to 
compel us to abandon our right of searêhing 
American merchantmen for British deserters, 
From our commanity of languâge, and even 
of personal habits and appearance, the whole 
British Navy might pass into the Ameriëan 
service, and thus oúr best strength and de. 
fence be re&dered in cffectúal, unless we had 
the full means of hot only reclaiming, but of 
reposseBsing our Fugitive seamen. 

It is nearly impossible, therefore, to give 
up this right, because it is the only means by 
which we can prevent or repair this rainous 
desertion. Some writers have been of opin. 
ion, that the American Government might 
themselves preveut this coucealmeut of British 
scamen by American merchantmen,=—=by. re. 
gistering, for example, the crews of each ship 


as wo have said above, is that there caninots 
and, therefore, that the Right must be retaine 
ed in its full and absolute state. 
With respect to the Liberty of the Press, 
&s it is now discussed in the French Chamber 
of Deputies, the question is simply,—W hee 
ther it shall be allowed, as in England, upon, 
a subsequent responsibility, or whether it 
shall be controùled în the present instance 
bya previous censurate? The latter mude 
will certainly reduce it to nothing. Bat it 
isa grave question, Whether the French are 
to be trusted with the full rcins as amongst 
us? They seen neither tu have the necessary 
wisdom, uor gravity. What occurred in theie 
Chamber, in the first discussion, is of itself a 
Bufcient proof of their character asa people. 
How totally unlike an English House. The 
truth is, that many years must pass away 
before the French people become ft for a 
British Constitution.—fhere are certainly 
Some wise and good men amongst them 5 but 
their National character scems uuimproved, 
St is with very little interest, therefore, that 
we turn our regards towards their new Con 
stitution ; they arc fit only fora Master, and 
let them have one. The present Ming is ina 
finitely sufcient for them ; his natural benes 
volence will temper the character and practice 
of despotism. Bonaparte ruled them with a 
rod, and ezercised it as a pedagogue. Their 
present King must rule them likewise with a 
rod, but he will exercise it as a parent, 5 
The Annexation of the Netherlands to 
Holland (if it take place) is what we always 
expected, and always wished. Et will bea 
fFetura tô the antient principles of Europe; 
Ít will be the re-union of those Belgie proë 
vinces which ought never to have been Severn 
ed, {In the reigù of Philip IL. of Spain, they. 
were all united under a common subjection 
to the House vf Austria Let us now sc@ 
them reunited under the House of Orange. 
This is the best and most sufficient restoraa 
tion of the antient barrier. Without an ina 
Crease of territory, and its ‘consequent reve. 
nue, the Sovereign Prince of the Netherlands 
would be very unable to support the expences 
of his fortresses. We should see this annex. 
ation, thercfore, with much pleasure. The 
erecting of a sufficient Dutch Barrier on the 
side of France woùld givea scal to the trane 
quillity of the Continent. It would prevent 
any future invasion by Franée of ‘the Gera 
man provinces, withoút putting herself to the 
imminent risk of beiâg attacked in the flank 5 
aud as the French and Dutch can never act 
together as Allies, the natùral effect of such 
à barrier would be, to confirm the integritys 
aud preserve the peace of Europe,

daughter married Louis the 15th) and that 
of Xavier was inherited from his mother==the 
daughter of the then Duke of Saxony : 
When his brother=—the amiable and unfor- 
tuuate Louis the 16th ascended the throne 
of France, the present King assumed the title 
of Monsicur and so exemplary was his con- 
duct amidst all the blandishments of the 
French Court that, itis recorded, he was 
styled by the celebrated Richelieu, The 
yeung Cato al an old Court. 
The transactions of 1789-the dawn of all 
the revoluticnary horrors—which. led to the 
emigration of Lsouis, and the ‘events which 
occured between that period and’ the year 
1795, are tao well known to need repetition 
here ; at that pericd by the death of the suc. 
Cessor of Louis the-16:h the present King of 
France was proclaimed not only in Germany 
Cy (lie loyal emigrants) but even in La Ven. 
dee in the west of France itself, the rightf'ul 
heir to the throne ; we should here note that 
he had for some years been married to the 
king of Sardinia’s Daughter, and at this pe. 
riod. he resided at the Court of Turin 5 we 
now come to the first of those traits ih his 
character which well warrant the conclusions 
we have ourselves drawn on the subject, and 
which we trust will be admitted tu be just by 
those for whom we are at the pains to cour.

The King nominates the Pee rs—their num. 
ber is unlimited==they may ‘be created either 
for life or hereditarily at the King’s pleasure ; 
they cannot however enter the House of Peers 
uutil 25 years of age, and cven, then an ap- 
preutice ship of five ycars is required of them 
before they dan exercise a ‘Cdeliberativ e voice? 
A curious distinction is made ìn the cascs 
of the Princes of. ‘the Blood and Members 


“of. the Royal Family, — these are declard 


Peers by right of birth, and yet they are 
forbidden to take their eutà in the House of 
Peers ** without the express orders of (he 
‘ King, especially issued for each session 
‘by a Message,” without which every 
thing done in their preseuce is declared to be 
toid. 

_‘Fhe House of. Commons meets for five 
years, the Deputies or Members are to be 
elected so that the Chamber shall be renewed 
by one fifth every year and (what appears a 
most unprecedented arrangement) no member 
is to be admitted under the age of furty years. 
Such a regulation in England would have 
closed the doors of Parliament against many 
of her ablest senators and most acc. vmplished, 
statesmen=—=it would have closed them against 
William Pitt!
